REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  DIRECTORS. 


Twelve  legal  schools  have  been  maintanied  in  town  during 
the  past  year,  that  in  former  Distri6l  No.  9,  the  West  Hill  Meet- 
ing House  distridl,  having  been  re-established  pursuant  to  the 
wishes  of  that  community,  which  had  been  without  a  school 
since  the  town  system  began,  nine  years  before.  In  No.  15, 
the  Taplin  distri6t,  the  same  plan  has  been  pursued  as  for  sev- 
eral years,  the  adjacent  town  of  Washington  maintaining  that 
school  and  Chelsea  paying  its  share  of  the  cost. 

The  school  house  in  Distri6l  No.  i  has  been  reshingled  at  a 
cost  of  $27.62,  which  was  absolutely  necessary,  unless  the  build- 
ing was  to  be  permanently  abandoned  or  sold  at  once.  This 
item,  together  with  the  additional  school  maintained  on  West 
Hill  and  the  greater  expense  for  wood,  explains  the  increased 
expenditure  over  last  year,  notwithstanding  the  saving  of  expense 
in  some  other  items.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools- 

A  review  of  the  school  year  reveals  that  ^3233.44  has 
been  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  twelve  schools,  in  which 
(231)  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  scholars,  eleven  of  whom  are 
non-resident,  have  been  taught  by  fourteen  teachers  at  an  aver- 
age outlay  of  fourteen  dollars  each. 

The  school  directors  still  purpose  to  provide  a  uniform 
course  of  study.  I  trust  that  to  this  end  they  will  have  the  as- 
sent of  the  scholars  and  the  co-operation  of  the  parents. 

While  it  is  gratifying  to  note  the  high  average  of  attend- 
ance, yet  the  object  lesson  of  a  term  in  one  of  our  schools  in 
which  the  record  of  every  pupil  is  perfect  reveals  that  there  are 
possibiUties  yet  unrealized,  which  I  trust  all  schools  will  strive  to 
attain. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  multiplicity  of  grades  it  is  neces- 
sary and  is  hereby  recommended  that  beginners  should  enter 
the  school  with  the  opening  of  the  year,  which  is  the  fall  term 

It  is  urged  upon  all  who  are  sufficiently  advanced  in 
their  studies  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  of  the  cen- 
tral school  because  of  its  superior  advantages  and  to  prevent  the 
over-crowding  of  the  outlying  schools,  which,  although  the 
enrollment  is  limited,  still  may  have  the  same  number  of  recita- 
tions required  by  the  primary,  intermediate,  grammar  and  high 
school  grades,  thus  rendering  effectual  class  work  impossible. 
It  is  not  uncommon  to  find  teachers  who  are  limited  to  about 
twelve  minutes  ft>r  each  recitation,  the  disadvantage  of  which  is 
self-evident. 

Allow  me  to  suggest  that  effective  schools  cannot  be 
maintained  without  generous  appropriations.  I  trust  the  pro- 
vision will  be  no  less  ample  in  the  future  than  it  has  been  in  the 
past.

Balch,  a  diplomat  engaged  in  the  case,  and  ''The  Lawson  His- 
tory of  The  America's  Cup"  by  Thos.  W.  Lawson,  the  famous 
amateur  yachtsman  of  New  England,  both  books  with  the  com- 
pliments of  their  authors  ;  "In  Memoriam  Alden  Spear,"  a  hand- 
some memorial  pamphlet  received  by  the  courtesy  of  Mrs.  Caro- 
line R.  Speare  ;  "The  Leopard's  Spots"  from  Hale  K.  Darling, 
Esq. ;  a  book  of  travels  given  by  some  village  ladies  ;  from  Mr. 
Harry  J.  Corwin  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  his  customary  and  wel- 
come contribution  of  a  year's  numbers  of  Harper's  Magazine  ;
